Preoperative Care Of Aged 


By HERMAN N. IUNDESIN, M.D. 
ONE of the truly amazing 
trends in surgery today is the 
success in operating on aged per­ 
sons. Surgeons have been per­ 
forming m ajor abdom inal and 
chest operations on very elderly 
patients and returning them to 
good health. The same has been 
true for serious fractures of the 
large bones. 
The secret of m uch of this suc­ 
cess has been. Increased research 
and emphasis on caring for the 
patient before and after his op­ 
eration. In preparing an elderly 
patient for an operation, doctors 
pay even more attention to his 
physical condition th an to the 
surgery itself. In this way they 
build up his resistance and re­ 
serve power. 
Body Changes Considered 
Many changes ha vs taken place 
In an older person's body which 
m ust be taken into account. He 
usually has a loss of fluid from 
the body tissues and in m any 
cases the skin is dry and devoid 
of fluid. Therefore, before surgery 
Is attem pted, it m ust be shown 
th a t he has absorbed enqugh 
fluid. 
Poor nutrition is a very com­ 
mon cause of deficiencies In the 
aged, aftd they m ust be corrected 
before surgery. Many times this 
is dons with Injections of vita­ 
mins, blood plasm a, glucose and 
am ino acids, which build up the 
person. 
It sesms th a t older people also 
tend to have a greater shortage 
of potassium th an younger per­ 
sons. This m ineral should be 
given in large doses prior to sur­ 
gery If the diet has not supplied 
enough of It. 
H eart Trouble 
Another im portant precaution 
Is to strengthen the heart, which 
is weaker in the older individual. 
If there is any sign of heart 
trouble before surgery, digitalis 
is sometimes given. 


Of course, the antibiotics havs 
played a m ajor part In protect­ 
ing patients from infection dur­ 
ing and after surgery. If an elder­ 
ly patient shows any signs of an 
infection before an operation it 
should be cleared up, as it could 
possibly prove fatal. Usually an 
older person sustains surgery if 
penicillin 
and 
other "wonder 
drugs” are given beforehand, for 
they will help prevent infection 
from developing. 


To Prevent Excessive Blooding 
Vitamin K has also been help­ 
ful in preventing excessive blood­ 
ing in the aged undergoing sur­ 
gical procedures. 
The liver Is another organ 
which Is weaker in the older per­ 
son. It can be strengthened by a 
diet that is rich in starches, sug­ 
ars, proteins such as m eat, but 
poor in fat. 
/ 
Sometimes oxygen given to 
these people before and during 
surgery will build up their bodies 
to a greater degree. 
Thus, we can see th a t the great­ 
er success of surgery today comes 
from improvements in caring for 
the patient, as well as advanced 
methods of operating. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. C.: Recently my son had 
some X -rays which revealed a 
diaphragm atic hernia. He only 
complains of slight pains once in 
a while after eating. He has nO 
other symptoms. Does he need 
surgery? 
Answer: Most cases of dia­ 
phragm atic 
hernia, 
In 
which 
there is a defect of the muscular 
wall separating the chest and 
abdom inal cavities, do not need 
treatm ent and do not product 
any severs symptoms. However, 
if a t any tim e the symptoms 
should become more perm anent 
and your son has much pain, with 
difficulty in swallowing, it would 
be advisable for him to have sur­ 
gery for the disorder’s correction.

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LABELING FURS 
ALL THE talk in Washington last w inter 
about mink wraps bestowed upon influen­ 
tial girl secretaries or the wives of officials 
presumed to have influence in high places, 
produced a fur-conscious Congress. One of 
the by-products was a law, now effective, 
known as the Fur Products Labeling Act. 
It requires that every piece of fur sold in 
the stores hereafter must be identified for 
exactly what it is. 
The law does not specify that every coat 
given to a Washington secretary must be 
real mink. Presumably the congressional 
investigating committees will go into the 
question whether these are top-price muta­ 
tions. such as “ royal pastel.” 
The law applies only to those furs that 
are sold, and does not require truthful la­ 
bels on those which become a form of po­ 
litical largess But it does attempt to insure 
that the purchaser of a beaver, or a fox or 
a muskrat—or a mink, for that m atter— 
gets exactly what she pays for. 
For the benefit of merchants, the Feder­ 
al Trade Commission has issued £ guide 
listing the true names of fur-bearing ani­ 
mals whose pelts are in common use in 
making garments. It has prepared regula­ 
tions governing use of various adjectival 
descriptions of such furs. 
Hereafter, there is to be no chance for the 
leopard to change his spots or for other 
creatures to imitate it. No more wolves in 
sheep s clothing, so to speak. 


PRIME MOVER 
CHICAGO, which thrives on conventions; 
has had a convention of moving van com­ 
panies. The associated movers came up 
with some interesting information about 
their business, which throws an unusual 
light on some current trends. 
The IL S. gove rnment has become No. I 
customer of the moving van companies. 
Transfers of the armed forces and civilian 
personnel have hiked the interstate move­ 
ment of household goods. Estimates of the 
federal account placed it at more than 30 
per cent of the §250.000,000 interstate mov­ 
ing bill iii 1952, The government is spend­ 
ing more than $60,000,000 to tote around the 
furnishings of officers, noncoms, personnel 
of civilian agencies and similar purposes. 
Industrial expansion and decentralization 
also account for a considerable share of the 
moving van business. Then, too, there is 
the perennial resile: 
which World War II i 
ulated. 
At all events, the U. S. government is the 
prime mover. Those who w ish to read into 
that term a deep philosophic meaning are 
free to do so. 


Now that Adieu Stevenson has produced 
hi secret fund4 the battle of the funds pro­ 
jects itself into the future. We know from 
the record that Senator William Benton of 
Connecticut has a fund, although he has not 
issued the names of his contributors. His 
fund apparently is for a libel suit. That is 
startling in view of the fact that Benton is 
a man of wealth, having been a successful 
huckster, advertising the wares of capital- 
; ists before he became a professional liber­ 
al. He says that the fund came in voluntari­ 
ly but he does not publish the names of the 
donors. 
If candidates are to make public their 
contributors, whether the law demands it 
or not, Benton outfit to publish his list. 
Also, just to make the whole business 
strictly correct, I would suggest that the 
McCarran Committee delve deeply into the 
contributors to the Hiss Defense Fund for 
the first and second trials. It would serve 
the public to compare the various lists pub­ 
lished with the Hiss Defense Fund to see 
how often the same names reappear. 
It might even work out that there is a 
pattern of support. Although every citizen 
is entitled to his opinion and its free ex­ 
pression. it is difficult to understand the 
Hissites because Alger Hiss has appeared 
before grand juries, he has had two trials, 
he has lost on appeal before the Supreme 
Court, his lawyer came into court for 8 
third trial and lost. These people must say 
that our courts are bad; that Hiss never got 
justice from a grand jury and two trial jur­ 
ies. 
In this fund matter, the role of Max Asco- 
li would be interesting. This man was a le- 
fugee from Mussolini’s Italy who m arried 
into the Rosenwald family, which got its 
fortune out of Sears, Roebuck. Ascoli pro­ 
duces a magazine called “ The Reporter,” 
a curious publication which spends con­ 
siderable money on stories of an interna­ 
tionalist character, which, while not direct­ 
ly propagandistic for Communist China, do 
everything to fight those who oppose the 
Chinese Communists. It can be described 
as anti-anti-Communist which is a some­ 
what recent liberal deviation. 
Ascoli lives and works in New York. Why 
should he contribute to a secret fund for the 
governor of Illinois? “The Reporter” co­ 
operated with the “New York Post” in 
building the Nixon story, which boomer­ 
anged. What was Ascoli’s interest in this? 
Here is a man, born in 1888, who has only 
been in this country 21 years; became a 
citizen in 1939; who is throwing his weight 
around in a most extraordinary manner. 
His paper, “ The Reporter,” is European in 
to^ie and attitude. Has Ascoli contributed 
to other funds? Let’* have a look at this 
man’s activities in the United States since 
he took refuge in thia sanctuary from Mus­ 
solini. 
The battle of the, funds opens an import­ 
ant avenue into our judgment of our pub­ 
lic men. For it is not merely a question of 
who takes and why, but of who gives and 
why.We are too prone to think of lobbyists 
and crooked businessmen as the contribu­ 
tors to campaign funds and to the careers 
of public men.

Preoperative Care Of Aged 


ly HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, BLD. 


ONE of the truly amazing 
trends in surgery today Is th* 
success In operating on aged per­ 
sons. Burgeons have been per­ 
forming m ajor abdominal and 
chest operations on very elderly 
patients and returning them to 
good health. The same has been 
true for serious fractures of the 
large bones. 
The secret of much of this suc­ 
cess has been. increased research 
and emphasis on caring for the 
patient before and after his op­ 
eration. In preparing an elderly 
patient for an operation, doctors 
pay even more attention to his 
physical condition than to the 
surgery itself. In this way they 
build up his resistance and re­ 
serve power. 
Body Changes Considered 
Many changes have taken place 
In an older person s body which 
must be taken into account. He 
usually has a loss of fluid from 
the body tissues and in many 
cases the skin is dry and devoid 
of fluid. Therefore, before surgery 
Is attempted, it must be shown 
that he has absorbed enough 
fluid. 
Poor nutrition is a very com- ‘ 
mon cause of deficiencies in the { 
aged, and they must be corrected J 
before surgery. Many times this 
Is done with injections of vita­ 
mins, blood plasma, glucose and 
amino acids, which build up the 
person. 
It seems that older people also 
tend to have a greater shortage 
of potassium than younger per­ 
sona. This mineral should b e! 
given in large doses prior to sur­ 
gery lf the diet has not supplied I 
enough of it. 
Heart Trouble 
Another im portant precaution 
It to strengthen the heart, which 
it weaker in the older Individual. 
If there Is any sign of heart 
trouble before surgery, digitalis 
is sometimes given. 


Of course, the antibiotics have 
played a major part In protect­ 
ing patients from Infection dur­ 
ing and after surgery. If an elder­ 
ly patient shows any signs of an 
infection before an operation It 
should be cleared up, as it could 
possibly prove fatal. Usually an 
older person sustains surgery lf 
penicillin 
and 
other “wonder 
drugs” are given beforehand, for 
they will help prevent infection 
from developing. 


To Prevent Excessive Bleeding 


Vitamin K has also been help­ 
ful In preventing excessive bleed­ 
ing in the aged undergoing sur­ 
gical procedures. 
The liver Is another organ 
which Is weaker in the older per­ 
son. It can be strengthened by a 
diet that is rich In starches, sug­ 
ars, proteins such as meat, but 
poor in fat. 
✓ 
Sometimes oxygen given to 
these people before and during 
surgery will build up their bodies 
to I greater degree. 
Thus, we can see that the great­ 
er success of surgery today comes 
from improvements in caring for 
the patient, as well as advanced 
methods of operating. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. C.: Recently my son had 
some X-rays which revealed a 
diaphragmatic hernia. He only 
complains of slight pains once in 
a while after eating. He ha* no 
other symptoms. Does he need 
surgery? 
Answer: Most cases of dia­ 
phragmatic 
hernia, 
in 
which 
there is a defect of the muscular 
wall separating the chest and 
abdominal cavities, do not need 
treatment and do not produce 
any severe symptoms. However, 
lf at any time the symptoms 
should become more permanent 
and your son has much pain, with 
difficulty in swallowing, It would 
be advisable for him to have sur­ 
gery for the disorder's correction.

I pretty much for granted. 
We were born in this country, 
or possibly born abroad of U. S.

of our doing. And no m atter how 
ordinary or worthless we may be, 
no one can take our 
citizenship 
away. 
To be sure, we can take to vio­ 
lent crime and maybe lose part 
of our citizenship rights, such as 
the right to vote. 
Or we can decide to become citi­ 
zens of another country. But th a t’s 
something we decide to 
do, 
not 
something the government decides 
to do to us. 
Atty. Gen. 
McGranery 
had 
in 
mind another type of citizen — the 
naturalized citizen—when he 
said 
last week he wanted to rid this 
country of about IOO foreign-born 
racketeers. 
‘‘Ungrateful recipients of Ameri­ 
can hospitality,” he called them. 
He hopes to have their naturali­ 
zation papers revoked and then de­ 
port them. And. he said, he has 
similar plans for some Commu­ 
nists. 
• * 
• 
McGRANERY didn’t discuss de­ 
tails. but any attempt to carry out 
such a program would be a long, 
tedious legal operation. 
In the first place, a naturalized 
citizen who got his papers legally 
and honestly can’t 
be 
deported. 
This country can’t kick him out 
even though he later becomes crim ­ 
inal No. I on the FBI list. 
To denaturalize 
a 
foreign-born 
citizen the government must prove 
in court that he obtained his papers 
illegally or through fraud. 
It is here, obviously, 
that 
Mc­ 
G ranery expects the Justice 
De­ 
partment to make its case. 
Many of those he calls "unsav­ 
ory characters" were unsavory to 
begin with, and possibly lied in 
getting their citizenship papers. 
But let’s suppose the case finally 
is proven. Is the unsavory ch ar­ 
acter on his way back to wherever 
he came from? 
No, he merely has reverted back 
to his former state. H e’s an alien 
again, one of the three million or 
so in this country. 
Now the government must begin 
deportation 
proceedings. 
H e r e 
again the defendant has every legal 
right to fight back and to appeal. 
But, again, let’s suppose the case 
finally is proved. Are we rid of 
him at last? 
No. not necessarily. 
We must have some country to 
deport him to. He may not be a 
citizen anywhere His country may 
not take him back. 
L. Paul Winings, general counsel 
for the Immigration and Naturali­ 
zation Service, says there are 3,487 
deportable aliens this c o u n t r y 
wants to get rid of. hut can’t.

NEW YORK—iJv-The war 
in 
Korea has become a political is­ 
sue here at home. 
But it is still a life and-death 
m atter to the American soldiers 
over there fighting in what some 
feel is a forgotten laboratory of 
battle, The politics of it all inter­ 
ests them less than the grim sta ­ 
tistics of survival. 
V’hat is it like—their 
day-to- 
day existence on 
a 
so - called 
“ static front” in the bare-boned 
terrible hills? 
Bill Mauldin gives one of the 
clearest pictures 
yet 
in 
“ Bill 
all too Ijjrief-vignettes of what is 
coming to be known as “ World 
War Two-and a-half.” 
Mauldin 
writes 
through 
the 
eyes of Toe, the younger of his 
iamous doughboy team of the last 
war. Joe graduates 
from 
high 
school after five years under the 
GI bill, and immediately gets a 
job as a war correspondent. He 
tells about what he found in Ko­ 
rea in letters home to his old 
buddy, Willie. 
“ It’s worse now because a man 
goes on a dirty patrol and never 
knows if they’re going to sign a 
truce five minutes after he starts 
^ out. so he’s maybe wasting his 
tim e.” Joe writes. 
Somewhat to his surprise the 
w ar—two hot meals a day even 
in the front lines—and morale is 
higher in the infantry than in the 
rear areas because the rotation 
system will enable the forward 
fighter to go home in nine months 
instead of 18. 
There'is very little griping, and 
a sergeant explains it to Joe this 
0 way: 
“ No m atter what kind of a job 
you arc doing in these mount­ 
ains, you can find somebody a lot 
worse off.” 
Joe is also startled 
when 
a 
group of Navy pilots return to 
their carrier “ to see 
the 
sun 
bouncing off so many bald heads. 
“ A pretty big chunk of this war 
is being fought by guys who ca r­ 
ry p o c k e ts full of pictures of their 
I) wives and kids while they bounce 
on the deck in an airplane shot 
fu’l of holes. 
“ I don’t think very many of 
them like it, but they seem pret­ 
ty good natured about it. Most of 
them say pretty much the same 
thing—that they’d rather fight a 
war here than wait till 
it’s 
in 
their own back yard.” 
Mauldin's book is a fine eye­ 
witness prim er for the home folk 
in 170 pages. I only wish that his 
own eloquent sum m ary of his Ko­ 
rean impressions could be read 
in every pulpit and legislature in 
America as a tribute to the frus­ 


trated soldiers who fought and 
still fight there. This is it: 
“ The com bat 
man 
in 
Korea 
fights under the dreariest condi­ 
tions and against the worst kind 
of odds. He looks forward to few 
of the little compensations A m er­ 
ican soldiers could expect in pre­ 
vious wars. He fights a battle in 
which his best friends get killed 
and if an account of the action 
appears at all in his home town 
paper, it appears on Page 17 un­ 
der a Lux ad. 
“ There won’t he a victory p a r­ 
ade for his return because h e’ll 
come home quietly and alone, on 
rotation, and there’s no victory in 
the old-fashioned sense, anyway, 
because this isn’t that kind of 
war. It’s a slow, grinding, lone­ 
ly, bitchup war, but he goes on 
fighting in it, not happy, but in 
good spirit, not In a frenzy of 
hatred against an enemy which 
is as pitiful as it is vicious, but 
efficiently and with purpose. 
“ In the minds of many people 
the phrase ‘professional soldier' 
has a stigma very much like ‘pro­ 
fessional politician.’ 
It implies 
cynical and m ercenary motives. 
Yet soldiering is 
as 
necessary 
and legitimate a profession, in a 
world which still makes war, as 
are politics in a world which still 
needs laws. 
“ I think that, due to Korea, 
we have a professional Army for 
what m ay be the first time in 
our history, 
and 
maybe 
we’ll 
have reason to be grateful for it 
in the years ahead.”

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How Does It Feel In Korean 
'W orld W ar Two-And-A-Half?

NEW YORK—lift—The war 
in 
Korea has become a political is­ 
sue here at home. 
But it is still a life and death 
m atter to the American soldiers 
over there fighting in what some 
feel is a forgotten laboratory of 
battle.. The politics of it all inter­ 
ests them less than the grim sta­ 
tistics of survival. 
What is it like—their 
day-to- 
day existence on 
a 
so - called 
“ static front” in the bare boned 
terrible hills0 
Bill Mauldin gives one of the 
clearest pictures 
yet 
in 
' Bill 
all too-^rief-vignettes of what is 
c o m in g to be known as “ World 
War Two-anri a half.” 
Mauldin 
writes 
through 
the 
eyes of loc. the younger of his 
famous doughboy team of the last 
war. Joe graduates 
from 
high 
school after five years under the 
CII bill, and immediately gets a 
job as a war correspondent. He 
tells about what he found in Ko­ 
rea in letters home to his old 
buddy, Willie 
“ It’s worse now because a man 
goes on a dirty patrol and never 
knows if they’re going to sign a 
truce five minutes after he starts 
out, so he’s maybe wasting his 
tim e.” Joe writes. 
Somewhat to his surprise the 
w ar—two hot meals a day even 
in the front lines—and morale is 
higher in the infantry than in the 
rear areas because the rotation 
system will enable the forward 
fighter to go home in nine months 
instead of 18. 
There'is very little griping, and 
a sergeant explains it to Joe this 
way: 
“ No m atter what kind of a job 
you are doing in these mount­ 
ains, you can find somebody a lot 
worse off.” 
Joe is also startled 
when 
a 
group of Navy pilots return to 
their carrier “ to see 
the 
sun 
bouncing off so many bald heads. 
“ A pretty big chunk of this war 
is being fought by guys who car­ 
ry pockets full of pictures of their 
wives and kids while they bounce 
on the deck in an airplane shot 
fu'l of holes 
“ I don t think very many of 
them like it, but they seem pret­ 
ty good natured about it. Most of 
them say pretty much the same 
thing—that they’d rather fight a 
war herr than wait till 
it’s 
in 
their own hack yard.” 
Mauldin’s book is a fine eye­ 
witness prim er for the home folk 
in 170 pages I only wish that his 
own eloquent sum m ary of his Ko­ 
rean impressions could be read 
in every pulpit and legislature in 
America as a tribute to the frus­ 


trated soldiers who fought and 
still fight there. This is it: 
“ The combat 
man 
in 
Korea 
fights under the dreariest condi­ 
tions and against the worst kind 
of odds. He looks forward to few 
of the little compensations Amer­ 
ican soldiers could expect in pre­ 
vious wars. He fights a battle in 
which his best friends get killed 
and if an account of the action 
appears at all in his home town 
paper, it appears on Page 17 un­ 
der a Lux ad. 
“ There won t he a victory par 
ade for his return because he ll 
come home quietly and alone, on 
rotation, and there’s no victory in 
the old fashioned sense, anyway, 
because this isn’t that 
kind 
of 
war. It’s a slow, grinding, lone­ 
ly, bitchup war, but he goes on 
fighting in it, not happy, but in 
good spirit, not In a frenzy of 
hatred against an enemy which 
is as pitiful as it is vicious, but 
efficiently and with purpose. 
“ In the minds of many people 
thp phrase ‘professional soldier’ 
has a stigma very much like ‘pro­ 
fessional politician.’ 
It 
implies 
cynical and mercenary motives. 
Yet soldiering is 
as 
necessary 
and legitimate a profession, in a 
world which still makes war, as 
are politics in a world which still 
needs laws. 
“ I think that, due to Korea, 
we have a professional Army for 
what may be the first time in 
our history, 
and 
maybe 
we’ll 
have reason to be grateful for it 
in the years ahead.”

But there are worse people in the 
United States than 
lobbyists 
and 
crooked businessmen—much worse 
people. They are the d ebauch ee of 
the American mind, the corrupters 
of our youth, the poisoners of the 
wells of the education of our chil­ 
dren. These men are money honest 
but that is all that is honest about 
them. 
Some of them serve Soviet Rus­ 
sia; others are 
traditionally 
and 
culturally so 
disposed 
that 
they 
hate America, 
while 
living 
here 
and enjoying the fruits and free­ 
doms of American life. Softie are 
doctrinaire internationalists 
who 
would sacrifice America 
to their 
private opinions; others are so ab­ 
sorbed in European concepts that 
they would suck America dry to re ­ 
build their own dying world. 
Many of these persons, alien or 
American horn, devote their lives 
to our destruction and we need lo 
know about them. Many are rich or 
have access to other people’s mon­ 
ey or to the Foundation*. 
They build themselves into pub 
bely acceptable personalities and 
then work to achieve our undoing 
as a nation. 
An investigation into the funds of 
public men will bring out the pat­ 
tern. The American people are en­ 
titled to know what is happening 
here. 
From that standpoint, the battle 
of the funds is extremely imper- 


i tant.

Circlcvitle’s Kivvanis Club has 
joined with Kiwanians throughout 
America this week in saluting the 
newspapers 
d u r i n g 
“National 
Newspaper Week.” 
Walter J. Ray, president of Kl* 
wan is International, opened 
the 
salute with a reminder that the 
395.2 convention held last June in 
Seattle, Wash.» adopted a resolu­ 
tion on “freedom 
of 
Informa­ 
tion.” 
That resolution reads as follows: 
“ WHEREAS, the founders of our 
countries wisely provided for free 
speech as well as a free and inde­ 
pendent press, to keep people in­ 
formed about the activities of their 
governmental agencies, and 
“ WHEREAS, the right of freedom 
of information is a right which be­ 
longs to the whole people 
news­ 
papers, magazines, radio, and tele­ 
vision 
being simply 
avenues 
to 
keep the people informed, and 
“WHEREAS, there is a growing 
tendency on the part of some pub­ 
lic officials to feel that they are not 
accountable to the public, particu­ 
larly, the handling of information 
of non-defense departments; 
that 
they may conduct the business of 
their offices in secret; that they 
may seal or impound public rec­ 
ords; that they may, divulge only 
such information as they think 
is 
good for the people to know; and 
that they may extend militaristic 
security into areas which have no 
bearing on that security, and 
“WHEREAS, the people are 
in 
danger of losing their right to free­ 
dom of information by default, un­ 
less they demand of their public of­ 
ficials the right of free access to 
the facts about their governments, 
except 
those 
directly 
concerned 
with national security; now-, there­ 
fore, 
“ BE IT RESOLVED, that Ki- 
wanis International vigorously con­ 
demn all such practices, denounce 
the misuse of official influence and 
power, and demand that the ri^ht 
of freedom of information be con­ 
tinued as a fundamental right of 
all the people.” 
In addition, local Kiwanians have 
submitted the following editorial as 
their part in the salute to news­ 
papers in this nation: 
IT TAKES WORK! 
“ Most of us read newspapers ev­ 
ery day. But how few of us, con­ 
stant subscribers though we may 
be—-loyal readers and supporters 
that we are—know the amount of 
work the time and effort, and the 
number of people involved in get­ 
ting and preparing a news story 
for presentation in the paper! 
“ The story may originate from a 
news tip, from a bystander witnes­ 
sing the happening, from an offi­ 
cial in the city government, from 
the police department, from a re­ 
porter’s own observation. 
“ The reporter who gets the facts 
either phones in the story to the 
paper, in which case another staff 
member, called 
a 
rewrite 
man, 
handles it, or the reporter comes 
into the office and writes the story 
himself. Perhaps another reporter 
or one of the editors helps trace 
down elusive details. Barnes, dates, 
places must all be checked for ac­ 
curacy. 
“ After all this pre assembling, 
the story is ready for an editor 
who decides how much prominence 
to give it.
